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INTRODUCTION 


The  year  1954  was  one  of  the  wettest  years  recorded  in  the  area, 
most  of  the  abnormal  rain  falling  during  the  second  half  of  the 
year. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemics  of  infectious  diseases  during  the 
year. 

Comparison  of  the  adjusted  birth-rate  for  1954  with  the  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  shows  that  there  is  a lower  fertility  rate  in  this 
area.  During  the  same  time,  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  higher  in 
the  Llanelly  Rural  District  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  Local 
sickness  rate  figures  are  not  available  but  it  is  perhaps  significant 
that  the  sickness  and  industrial  injury  rates  are  higher  in  Wales,  for 
both  male  and  female  labour,  than  in  England.  It  is  difficult, 
without  all  the  details  necessary,  to  ascribe  causes  for  this,  but  it 
seems  likely  that  the  types  of  industries  and  employment  available 
in  Wales  play  some  part  in  this  trend.  The  fact  that  the  infant 
mortality  rate  for  Wales  only,  is  decreasing  at  a slower  rate  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales  together  indicates  that  there  are  other 
factors  as  well  involved  in  this  unfavourable  trend. 

Tuberculosis  still  remains  a problem  in  the  area.  The  notification 
rate  of  new  cases  per  1,000  of  the  population  shows  little  change, 
though  the  death  rate  for  the  past  three  years  shows  a considerable 
drop  on  previous  rates.  Every  effort  is  being  made  to  stamp  out 
this  disease.  The  presence  of  a considerable  number  of  silicosis  and 
pneumoconiosis  cases  in  the  area  add  to  the  difficulties  of  control. 

During  the  year,  details  of  the  1951  Census  were  published. 
Extracts  of  this  are  reproduced  at  the  end  of  the  report.  These 
show  that  approximately  16%  of  the  households  lived  in  shared 
dwellings  at  that  period.  Between  1931  and  1951,  the  number  of 
structurally  separate  dwellings  increased  by  24%  and  the  number 
of  households  by  21%.  In  spite  of  this,  due  to  migration  from  the 
area,  the  population  dropped  by  approximately  200.  Since  then, 
the  estimated  population  has  increased  from  37,054  to  38,700, 
partly  due  to  the  transfer  of  population  from  the  Llanelly  Borough 
into  Borough  Council  Estates  in  the  Rural  Area.  Between  April, 
1951  and  December,  1954,  the  Council  have  built  729  new  houses. 
These,  together  with  the  houses  to  be  built  during  1955  should 
enable  the  Council  to  deal  with  its  main  overcrowding  problems. 
The  number  of  houses  condemned  during  the  same  period  was  278. 

Age  distribution  of  the  population  is  such  that  approximately 
one  in  ten  is  over  65  years  of  age.  This  ratio  of  the  number  of 
elderly  persons  in  the  population  has  been  increasing  since  1931 
and  is  still  increasing.  In  1931,  7 per  cent,  of  the  population  was 
over  65  years  of  age.  In  1951  this  proportion  was  11  per  cent. 
Over  68  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  Carmarthenshire  were  in  the 
working  age  range  14-64,  ever  41  per  cert,  being  in  the  age  group 
35-64. 


It  seems  therefore,  that  the  proportion  of  the  aged  in  the 
population  is  likely  to  increase  still  further.  This  should  be  borne 
in  mind  when  considering  future  housing  problems. 

The  provision  of  piped  water,  cooking  stove,  kitchen  sink,  W.C. 
and  a fixed  bath  for  household  use  is  now  considered  “ essential  ” in 
modern  housing  amenities.  Only  37%  of  the  households  in  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  had  all  five  amenities.  The  Council  is  doing 
all  in  its  power  to  rectify  this  position  by  extending  its  water  and 
sewerage  services  and  by  encouraging  owner-occupiers  and  landlords 
to  modernise  their  premises  through  the  provision  of  Improvement 
Grants  under  the  Housing  Act,  1949. 

The  decontrol  of  meat  rationing  and  return  to  private  slaughtering 
has  meant  an  increase  of  work  for  the  Sanitary  Inspectors.  Irregular 
killings  have  made  the  task  of  the  Inspectors  more  difficult, 
particularly  when  these  killings  have  taken  place  late  in  the  day. 

I am  grateful  for  the  support  and  help  of  the  Chairmen  and 
Councillors  and  must  record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  I have 
received  from  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.

The  infant  mortality  rate  is  probably  the  best  index  we  possess  to 
the  social  circumstances  of  an  area,  as  the  rate  tends  to  be  high  in 
places  where  bad  housing,  overcrowding,  defective  sanitation, 
coupled  with  maternal  ignorance  and  neglect  are  found.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  dropped  from  46.0  in 
1945  to  25.5  in  1954.  During  the  same  period,  that  in  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District  has  dropped  from  45.7  to  43.65.  It  should  be  noted, 
however,  that  the  rates  fell  appreciably  in  1950  and  1951  and  then 
rose  again.  The  rates  for  Greater  London  and  other  countries  show 
that  there  is  room  for  improvement  in  this  area.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities 

(a)  An  arrangement  is  in  operation  for  the  bacteriological  examina- 
tion of  pathological  specimens,  milk  samples  and  ice-cream  samples, 
at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

(b)  Water  Analysis. — This  work  is  carried  out  by  Mr.  H.  J.  Evans, 
B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  of  the  County  Analyst’s  Laboratory,  Carmar- 
then, and  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen. 

Part  III.  of  the  services  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
are  administered  in  the  area  by  the  Carmarthen  County  Council. 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  has  opened  a Loan  Depot  at 
Lucania  Buildings,  Llanelly,  where  a limited  supply  of  household 
and  sick  room  appliances  are  made  available.  The  Depot  is  open 
Monday  to  Friday  from  6.30 — 7.30  p.m.  Equipment  for  home 
nursing  may  also  be  obtained  from  the  Health  Department  of  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council.

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HOSPITALS 

The  West  Wales  Isolation  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious 
Diseases  and  a certain  number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  situated  in 
the  area. 

The  main  hospitals  serving  the  area  are  Llanelly  General  Hos- 
pital, Bryntirion  Hospital  for  chronic  sick  and  Glanamman  Hospital. 
These  hospitals  in  themselves  are  inadequate  to  deal  with  needs  of 
the  whole  of  the  area  and  patients  are  also  treated  at  Morriston 
Hospital,  Swansea  General  Hospital  and  the  West  Wales  Hospital, 
Carmarthen. 

Distribution  of  Welfare  Foods  : 

National  Welfare  Foods  which  were  formerly  distributed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  are  now  distributed  under  arrangements  of  the 
Carmarthenshire  County  Council  at  Clinics. 

Home  Help  Service  : 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  organised  by  the  Carmarthenshire 
County  Council. 

The  Home  Helps  are  provided  during  the  laying-in  period  in 
maternity  cases  where  the  patient  has  no  relative  available  to 
undertake  the  domestic  duties  of  the  home,  and  also  in  certain  cases 
of  sickness  or  need.  For  those  on  National  Assistance,  domestic 
help  can  be  arranged  when  needed  through  the  National  Assistance 
Board. 

Mental  Health  Service  : 

The  Officers  duly  authorised  to  take  initial  proceedings  under  the 
Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  for  the  provision  and  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  in  the  area  suffering  from  Mental  illness  are  : —

Mental  Defectives  : 

The  Carmarthenshire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  the 
ascertainment,  supervision  and  general  welfare  of  mental  defectives. 

Supervisory  home  visits  are  made  by  a Social  Worker  and  a Home 
Teacher  is  also  employed  for  the  home  teaching  of  mental  defecti\  es. 
It  is  expected  that  an  Occupation  Centre  will  be  opened  at  the  old 
NevilTs  Foundry  Offices,  Ann  Street,  Llanelly,  during  1955. 
Defectives  who  cannot  be  fitted  into  the  community  are  referred  to 
the  Regional  Hospital  Board  for  admission  to  suitable  institutions. 


Blood  Transfusion  Service  : 

There  is  a small  Blood  Bank  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital  and 
the  services  of  a Pathologist  with  three  trained  Technicians  are 
available. 

Blood  Grouping  and  Cross  Matching  are  part  of  the  normal 
laboratory  routine  and  a twenty-four  hour  service  is  maintained  for 
emergencies. 

The  demand  on  the  Blood  Bank  is  extremely  heavy  and,  un- 
fortunately, is  by  no  means  covered  by  donations  from  the  local 
population.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Source  of  Supply. — Llynyfan  has  a storage  capacity  at  the  intake 
works  of  approximately  200,000,000  gallons,  and  the  Council  are 
under  an  obligation  to  supply  680,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  as 
compensation  water  to  the  River  Towy  Fisheries  Board  by  the 
Llanelly  Rural  District  Water  Act,  1912. 

The  source  is  a natural  reservoir  in  an  isolated  mountainous 
area.  The  water  is  subjected  to  a rapid  coarse  sand  filtration  and 
chlorination.  Trout  fishing  is  at  present  allowed  in  the  reservoir.  A 
report  as  to  the  advisability  of  increased  protection  of  the  source 
and/or  increased  treatment  has  been  submitted  to  the  Health 
Committee.

Cottages  (part)  ; Five  Roads/Cynheidre  ; New  Site — Bethesda 
Road,  Tumble  ; Eithinman,  Trimsaran  ; New  Site — Meadows 
Road,  Cross  Hands  ; Tynywaun  Dairy,  Hendy  ; Bryn.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

The  Dafen  River  continues  to  be  a matter  of  concern  to  my 
Department  in  regard  to  the  amount  of  crude  sewage  that  is  dis- 
charged into  the  stream,  and  work  of  cleaning  the  bed  of  the  river 
has  had  to  be  regularly  carried  out.  The  Engineer’s  scheme  for 
the  abandonment  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Halfway  in 
conjunction  with  the  extension  and  improvements  to  the  Sewerage 
Disposal  systems  at  Bynea  and  Llwynhendy  districts  has  been 
completed,  and  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government.  Work  is  expected  to  proceed  in  1955. 

I regret  that  the  Department  has  still  to  give  attention  and 
cleaning  to  watercourses  at  Ynyshafren,  Ponthenry ; Panty- 
gwenith,  Five  Roads  and  Bryngwili,  Hendy,  pending  the  completion 
of  connecting  all  houses  in  these  areas  to  the  Council  s sewers  in  the 
respective  areas.

6 houses  were  found  to  be  infested  with  ants  and  necessitated  an 
average  of  4 treatments  per  house. 

Schools.' — School  kitchens  and  canteens  have  been  regularly 
inspected  and  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

Rag  Flock  Act. — No  premises  in  the  district. 

Disinfection  of  Clothing.- — Together  with  the  Llanelly  Borough 
Council,  Burry  Port  Urban  District  Council  and  the  Kidwelly 
Borough  Council,  the  joint  provision  of  a Vapour  Gas  Disinfector 
for  the  disinfection  of  clothing,  etc.,  was  agreed  upon.  This  was  to 
be  installed  and  put  into  operation  early  in  1955.

PRIVATE  SLAUGHTERING  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 

In  March,  1954,  the  Council  considered  the  Inter-Departmental 
Committee’s  Interim  Report  on  the  Slaughterhouses  Bill.  After

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Rodent  Control  is  now  carried  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  above 
Act,  one  full-time  operative  being  employed.

All  the  sewerage  systems  and  sewage  disposal  works  in  com- 
mission in  your  area  were  also  tested  in  accordance  with  the 
prescibed  method  laid  down  in  the  Act  and  were  found  to  be  free 
of  any  infestation  by  rats.  The  refuse  tips  in  your  area  were 
periodically  treated  for  infestation  by  rodents. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASE 

Whooping  Cough  and  Gastro-enteritis  caused  one  and  two  deaths 
respectively  during  the  year  \ Influenza  caused  four  deaths  and 
Pneumonia  18. 
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Detailed  statistics  of  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  in  1954 
and  previous  years  are  given  in  Tables  at  the  end  of  the  report. 

A close  co-operation  was  maintained  with  the  Schools  Medical 
Officer  when  cases  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  among  school- 

children. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation  : 

Again  in  1954  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  in  the  area,  thus 
once  again  substantiating  the  claims  for  the  value  of  immunisation. 
During  the  ten  years  (1945-54)  notifications  fell  from  18,596  (1,411  m 
Wales)  to  182  (10  in  Wales)  while  the  deaths  during  the  same  period 
were  722  (57  in  Wales)  in  1945  to  9 (nil  in  Wales)  in  1954. 

Notwithstanding  the  obvious  success  of  immunisation  the  adequate 
level  is  not  being  maintained  to  rid  the  country  of  diphtheria  al 
together.  If  the  children  are  left  unprotected,  there  might  well  be 
other  outbreaks  of  severity,  as  has  been  experienced  in  the  past.  It 
has  been  found  that  the  parents  of  unimmunised  children  had  no 
objection  to  the  procedure,  but  were  merely  indolent  and  quite 
apathetic,  even  when  the  disease  was  prevalent  in  the  vicinity. 
When  the  child  could  be  immunised  at  school  without  any  incon- 
venience they  readily  consented. 

Immunisation  of  the  children  reaching  the  age  of  one  year  increased 
in  Wales  from  24%  in  1951  to  30%  in  1952,  declining  to  27.9%  in 
1953.  For  the  first  half  of  1954  it  rose  to  30.2%,  a regrettably  low 
figure  and  a continuing  case  for  concern,  particularly  as  the  objective 
is  75%.  Parents  of  young  children  must,  therefore,  be  awakened 
from  their  false  sense  of  complacency  by  the  dramatic  fall  in  the 
incidence  of  diphtheria  and  the  rarity  of  its  occurrence  among  the 
children  of  friends  and  neighbours. 

In  1954,  there  were  still  hundreds  of  deaths  due  to  Diphtheria  in 
India  and  other  countries.  There  were  50  deaths  from  Diphtheria  in 
Rome.  In  countries  where  immunisation  is  widely  carried  out,  the 
number  of  cases  and  deaths  are  extremely  low.

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Ihe  figures  for  1954  show  a fall  in  the  number  immunised,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  the  immunisation  position  of  the  0 — 5 years  group  will 
show  considerable  gains  in  1955.  Combined  diphtheria-whooping 

cough  immunisation  may  now  be  obtained  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres. 

Vaccination  : 

Vaccination  figures  for  the  County  showed  that  there  were  1,042 
successful  vaccinations  in  1954,  829  being  in  respect  of  children 
under  1 year  of  age. 

Tuberculosis  : 

The  help  of  the  Chest  Physician,  Dr.  D.  B.  Morgan,  in  assessing 
the  housing  needs  of  Tuberculous  patients  is  gratefully  acknowledged. 
This  Council  has  been  generous  in  dealing  with  the  rehousing  of 
families  in  which  Tuberculosis  and  Silicosis  occur. 

B.C.G.  vaccination  of  selected  Tuberculous  contacts,  who  are 
exposed  to  risks  of  infection,  is  being  carried  out  in  your  area  by  the 
Chest  Physician,  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172.— No  legal  action  taken. 

National  Health  Act,  1946,  Section  47 

Three  cases  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  care  and  attention  during 
the  year.  Two  were  prevailed  upon  to  enter  an  institution.  The 
third  was  removed  compulsorily  under  a Magistrate’s  Order  and  has 
since  remained  voluntarily  at  the  Institution  to  which  she  was. 
removed.

47.6%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  cardio-vascular  diseases.  These 
were  mainly  diseases  associated  with  the  process  of  growing  old. 
Considerable  attention  is  now  being  given  to  this  subject,  particularly 
as  regards  the  effects  of  diet  and  overfeeding  on  the  condition  of  the 
vascular  systems.  It  is  known  that  excessive  fat  predisposes  to 
many  of  these  conditions. 

13.9%  of  the  deaths  recorded  were  due  to  malignant  neoplasms 
of  all  types. 

It  should  be  emphasised  that  some  of  these  cancerous  conditions 
which  cause  death  have  a very  high  rate  cure  if  diagnosed  early,  and 
I would  especially  like  to  mention  cancer  of  the  breast  and  of  the 
skin  in  this  respect. 

18.8%  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  respiratory  diseases  including 
Tuberculosis.  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  accounted  for  8.2%  of 
these  deaths.

CENSUS,  1951 

The  Census  taken  on  April  8th  and  9th,  1951,  gives  the  most 
detailed  report  available  as  to  the  housing  position  in  the  Llanelly 
Rural  District.  If  one  makes  allowances  for  the  intervening  years,  it 
can  still  be  the  most  accurate  guide  available.  I have,  therefore, 
taken  extracts  from  this  report  in  the  hope  that  they  will  provide 
information  that  will  help  you  in  deciding  your  housing  policies.

GENERAL  EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


Definitions  : 

Dwelling  means  a structurally  separate  dwelling  and  generally 
comprises  any  room  or  suite  of  rooms  intended  or  used  for 
habitation,  having  separate  access  to  the  street  or  to  a common 
landing  or  staircase  to  which  the  public  has  access. 

Households  : 

(1)  Non-Private— Broadly  speaking  all  persons  enumerated  in 
Hotels,  Boarding  Houses  and  Institutions. 

(2)  Private  Households— Can  be  broadly  regarded  as  comprising 
single  persons  living  alone,  or  groups  of  individuals  voluntarily 
living  together  under  a single  menage  in  the  sense  of  sharing 
tire  same  living  room  or  eating  at  the  same  table.  Boarders 
and  domestic  servants  are  included  in  the  household  with 
which  they  are  enumerated,  as  also  are  visitors.  But  a 
lodger  or  group  of  lodgers  having,  or  sharing  separate  accom- 
modation to  themselves  should  have  been  counted  as  separate 
private  households,  distinct  from  the  main  occupying  house- 
hold of  the  dwelling. 

Rooms— Sculleries,  bathrooms,  landings,  offices,  etc.,  are  not 
usually  counted  as  rooms. 

In  the  area  at  the  time  were  17  caravans  comprising  17  separate 
dwellings  and  households. 

Where  there  are  a large  number  of  households  sharing  dwellings 
the  distribution  of  household  amenities  may  not  be  strictly  accurate 
and  the  table  should  be  taken  as  a guide  only. 

Piped  Water  Supply — The  question  related  to  the  existence  of  a tap 
connected  to  the  mains,  or  to  a storage  tank,  which  could  be 
reached  by  a household  without  leaving  the  shelter  of  the 
building  containing  rooms  occupied  by  it,  or  of  an  attached 
covering  structure. 

Kitchen  Sinks — A similar  type  of  siting  applies  to  kitchen  sinks.
